The three men mentioned are mission- 
aries. Dr. Leonard infers from the fact 
that only those who were saved are 
cabled, the remaining 24 missionaries at 


Tien Tsin have been murdered by the 
Boxers. Among them are many women, 


including five in the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, and members of the 
Haynor, Pike, Hopkins and Brown fam- 
ilies. 

It is estimated that there are 20,000 of 
the Chinese army of the Tien Tsin dis- 
trict at or near Tien Tsin. The whole 
army corps of that district consists of 
35,000 men, who are said to constitute 
the flower of the Chinese army. This 
army corps is well provided with modern 


artillery.

Apart from the scheme of Boss Platt to get rid of Roose- 
velt and of Boss Quay to stick a dagger into Boss Hanna, 
the Republican ticket represents a shrewd effort to gloss 
ever and decorate sordid commercialism with picturesque 
heroics.

Troy had a franchise 
in the market and three electric companies hotly contested 
for the privileges it offered. Before the franchise was ygrant- 
ed, the companies were asked to fix the lowest fare at which 
cars should be run. The bidding started at three cents und 
finally came down to cent. The franchise will run for 
twenty-five years. 

‘It to be presumed that the company which made the 
one cent bid has figured carefully on expenses and probable 
income and concluded that it can make money with a one 
cent fare. It may be mistaken, but the incident shows how 
specious the claim that the five-cent fare is a necessary, 
minimum charge, 

The just and scientific fare is that which will satisfy the 
three parties concerned in a street railway—the stockholders, 
the working employes and the traveling public. It ought to 
be possible to iix upon such a fare and arrange the finances 
of a street railway accordingly. 

What a street railway company wants to take in to pay in- 
terest and dividends on millions of watered capital and what 
it ought to be allowed to earn are totally different propositions 
—they define the cifference between plunder and legitimate 
profits.

Gompers Urges Organizers to Special 
Work in Trust Trades. 

In trades where trusts are strong Presti- 
dent Gompers urges Federation organizers 
to meet the aituation with unions to be 
made stronger than they are by immediate 
and special effort. 

The #40 organizers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor In the United States are 
in receipt of the following official circular 
from headquarters in Washington: 


To the Organizers of the American Federation @ 
abor, CGreeting: 


Metal manufacturers are combining all over 
the country. There has just been formed 
igantic organization called the National Met 
rades Association, composed of manufacturers 
from all sections of the country. Its purpose 
is to govern the working conditions of the em 
ployes engaged at the trades represented in the 
organization. 

MBETAL TRADES FIRST. 

It behooves labor to meet capital with Just as 
solid and strong an organization as possibie, 
This is the enly safe polley to pursue. The 
meta’ trades at present are pot as well organe- 
iz] as they should be, or as they may be. 
manufacturers are perfecting thete organization 
every day. Consequently it becomes our duty 
to bring our fellow workmen a and or- 
K4anize them as rapidly as possible, especially 
in the metal trades. 

We therefore request all American Federation 
of Labor organizers In all parts of the country 
fo pay espe ia! attention to the organising of the 
following crafts in the metal trades, which 
come under the juriediction of the International 
Union of Bicycle Workers and Allled Mechanics: 
Hard aud soft wheel grinders aud strappers, 
a rewmakera, milling machine hands, drill preap 
operators, brazers, aswemblers and adjusters, 
enamelers or ename! rubbers, flera, mtcel truer 
drop forgers, hammermen, frame and for tml!d- 
ers, repairmen, bicycle tire workers, bicycle 
tube workers, bicycie chain workers, ete. 

TO MEET BICYCLE TRUsT.
